Black Jim Martin 


Fugitie 4 Years 
Again a Prisoner 


(Special to The Bee) 


STUART, Va., Jan. 26.— After be- 
ing a fugitive from justice for four 
years 
constantly 
dodging 
officers 
James Martin is once more in the 
Patrick county jail from which he es- 
caped in June 1920, the night after 
le had been sentenced to serve two 
years in the. penitentiary for an out- 
rageous offense against a young Pa- 
trick county girl.- 


Martin. "Black Jim" Martin as he 
was known in Patrick, was brought 
:o the bar of justice on the charge of 
seduction, Miss Leola Cruze appear- 
ng against him. 
A hung jury fol- 


lowed the first .trial but at the sec- 
ond 
trial Commonweamt's Attorney 
R. E. Wbolwine scored a. conviction 
and Judge Peter 
Dillard who was 


then presiding sentenced Martin -to 
serve two years in the penitentiary. 


Placed in jail to await the arrival 


of a penitentiary guard Martin was 
the sole occupant of the building that 
night. He twisted his cell 'bars lose 
by an unusual exhibition cf strength 
and by incessant work he succeeded 
ivith the use of a crude tool inputting 
his way through the brick work and 
escaped. All trace of the fugitive van- 
ished but after a year's time he was 
renown that he was living in Canada, 
his wife and children being left and 
compelled to make their own living 
Martin, 
however, returnee! to 
the 


United States and took up his abode 
at Slab Fork in West "Virginia. His 
wife joined him there and they lived 
there for eighteen months. 
Six months ago Mrs. Martin was 


seen back in her old haunts and of- 
ficers of the county were recently in- 
formed that Martin was making fre- 
quent visits to his home and -was be- 
coming .constantly 
bolder in being 
seen in the neighborhood. One night 
recently the officers • were told that 
Martin was at home and Sheriff Mays 
and Officer Williams went to the ca- 
bin in the Cross Roads section arriv- 
ing there at dawn. They, covered both 
doors and Martin was hailed. A per- 
iod of silence was followed by the un- 
locking o* the door and Black Jim 
Martin stood 
forth ana submitted 


quietly to arrest. 
The officers tell of 


a touching: scene enacted in the chill 
of early dawn when Martin, recogniz- 
ing that the law at last had to be re- 
ckoned -with, bade a tearful farewell 
to his wife and to his six little ones. 
He leaves them in almost destitute 
circumstances. 
Martin is back in jail 


and is being constantly -watched. It Is 
said that In" addition to the two years 
of his original term, he mast serve 
an additional year for breaking jail.

APPRAISE OF BUSINESS SITUA- 


TION. 


I have devoted this much time to 


the. matter of viewpoint because the 
present 
business 
situation 
Is 
one 


about which business economists dis- 
agree widely. In such a condition it 
Js absolutely impossible that I should 
give you an analysis and conclusions 
regarding future 
business 
without 


touching -upon matters which I real- 
ize are in dispute today. 


These variations in conclusions are 


•not wholly accidental but are the re- 
ETJlt of differences in methods by which 
the situation is 
judged 
Let 
me. 


therefore, state in the briefest possi- 
ble way some of the fundamental be- 
liefs and disbeliefs with 
which 
I 


approach the - matter 
of 
business 


forecasting- 


1. As a student of economic his- 


tory I cannot believe that business 
prosperity is in itself a sin for which 
we must stone by a directly equal 
depression. 


2. I do not believe that business 


automatically and regularly 
passes 


through 
periods 
of 
improvement, 


Drosperity, liquidation, and depres- 
sion in cycles which can not be varied 
by voluntary human effort- 
's. I do believe that at irregular 


intervals we, in our business activi- 
ties, produce unhealthy conditions in 
business. 


No business 
is 
completely 
free 


-from these unhealth spots any more 
than a human body is ever in a state 
of perfect health. 
But there is a 


breaking point for business just as 
surely as there is a breaking point 
for human health. 
Depressions are 


apparently just as certain to come aa 
iuman sickness. But here the par- 
rallel ends. The human patient fre- 
cuently dies. 
Business always , gets 


well. 
From history I believe that 


every husmess prosperity will even- 
tually end in depression and, conver- 
sely, that every depression 
has 
a 


prosperity period coming beyond it. 


"STe cannot fully appraise the mea- 


sjre'of any given domestic produc- 
tion till we also consider the foreign 
trade 
movement- 
Heavy 
exports 


without balancing imports may 'aid 
greatly in reducing 
inventories, or 


heavy imports •without balancing ex- 
ports may >nean that inventories are 
being built up. Here the pessimists 
score 
For a few months this fall 


the figure was optimistic but it is 
again a little on the pessimistic side 


So far in considering the relation- 


ship between a\-ailable supplies and 
probable demand, we have assumed 
thai inventories accumulate whenever 
the supplies exceed average demand. 
But that is not necessarily true at all 
times, any more than it is alwajs 
necessarily true that inventories are 
always being reduced when new sup- 
plies are less than average demand. 
We could all live below our average 
standard without actual physical suf- 
fering, and I am sure we should all 
like to live above our average stand- 
ard if we had the purchasing pow- 
er. 
And sometimes for months or 


even for years at a tlmo we do vary 
from thut standard. 
Furthermore, 


we UPO much of our current supply 
in semi-permanent improvements such 
n1- construction work, which nearly 
ahvavs move* in great waves cither 
above or below the average. 
The 


test or symptom of what lies ahead 
in this respect is to be found in the 
relatue ujtfenslty witfr'whlch existing 
purchasing power is4 being used. 
If 


it is being used to the limit or nearly 
so, then it is hard to expect further 
expansion, and there is real danger 
of a drop. 
However, if there exists 


unused purchasing power, the out- 
look is optimistic. 
And here again 


the optimists score 'heavily. Current 
bank deposits are being used with 
an intensity below normal, and an 
expansion of buying waits only on the 
decision of the owners of those de- 
posits. 


Of course, most bank deposits are 


only bank loans in 
another 
form. 


Therefore, the significance 
of 
this 


fourth symptom is necessarily quali- 
fied by the probabilities that current 
bank losses may be either expanded 
or contracted. There are dozens of 
ways of measuring the probabilit'es, 
but I like best to take the simplest 
one. 


If the price of money—that is the 


commercial paper rate — is below 
"average, the supply must exceed de- 
mand, and the probability is for ex- 
pansion. If the rate is higher than 
the average, than present demand 
exceeds the supply, and the prob- 
ability is for contraction. The symp- 
tom here iavors the optimists slight- 
ly. Rates in Xew York, one of the 
world's great money centers, are just 
below the average, indicating that 
the surplus of bank deposits is not 
likely to be taken away by a con- 
traction of loans, but may even be 
expanded a little further. 


We can on for another symptom 


to London, the other great 
money 


condition today IB far better than it 
was in J922, 


I admit that farm conditions nre 


not in theniselves) good, and if our 
present buslnewa situation had boon 
built upon good agricultural condi- 
tions, 1 should fear for its continua- 
tion. But it has not boon built upon 
such conditions. 
Ev*ry step in ad- 


vance since the fajl »f 19*11 has had 
to contend with 1« prcbasing pow- 
er on the farm. 
If such a condition 


meant a certainty of further decline, 
then we should still be in the very 
midst of our worst depression. The 
logic of events seem to have dictated 
the answer beyond any possibility of 
theoretical reasoning, and that an- 
swer is that the agricultural condi- 
tions do not make liquidation from 
the present condition a necessity. 


I- wonder if the -potentialities for 


racial iia'tred&> on " the' Continent cf 
"Ehifdpe'Vere not greater in 1914 than 
this generation will ever see again. 
I wonder if we are not doing a lot of 
squirming at the hideous sight of an 
ulcer which has been opened and 
from which most of the pxis has been 
drained. The ulcer may fill up again 
in time, but just mow 1 believe the 
war weariness of millions constitutes 
a temporary guarantee of peace great- 
er than could be found in any lea- 
gue or concert of nations whose peo- 
ple had no first hand knowledge of 
the real personal -costs of war. If 
that is not true, why does Europe go 
through crisis after crisis involVAng 
more points of national honor than 
that of 1914 and still no war result? 
Do you say there is no duplicate of 
the Kaiser to plunge us headlong into 
trouble? I say rather there is no 
duplicate of the German people to be 
led gaily into fighting for some dip- 
lomatic ambition. I do not fear an 
early war in Europe. 


Then there is the Ruhr situation. 


\Vith its diplomatic moves and coun- 
ter-moves. I am not competent to 
deal. This much I know. The slow- 
ing down of business in the United 
States and < Canada last spring syn- 
chronized with the full occupation 
of the Ruhr Basin. 
Politically or 


diplomatically the Ruhr may be on 
the high road to settlement, but in 
a business way we shall get no help 
from such a settlement till after the 
middle of the summer. 
I am fully 


aware that a considerable section of 
public opinion expects the Ruhr set- 
tlement to be harmful to business on 
to Lonaon tne otner great

On balance they 
indicate that business is in a condi- 
titon healthy enough to go on for 
another six or eisrht months or, in 
other words, they fit in with the third 
opinion which is that the reactiton of 
the past summer and fall has been 
a temporary setback, that business 
will score a considerable improvement 
this vrinter. and that no long con- 
tinued decline will start before the 
summer of 1924. 


It now becomes necessary to ask, 


are there special considerations in 
the present situation which might 
negative

course, v every business has some pe- 
culiarities, but it seems to me there 
are a few which must be picked out 
of the present situation almost by 
common consent. 


Certainly, one of these is the rela- 


tively poor position of the farming 
population.

and with that knowledge and with the 
sympathy which goes with personal 
friendship and even with blood rela- 
tionslrp, for two of my brothers are 
active farmers and active cattle feed- 
ers our in Iowa today. I tell you that 
the farmers of the United States and 
of Canada saw their darkest days 
in, 1921, and. excepting possibly, those 
dependent upon wheat alone, thair

Such an idea seems to me ridiculous. 


In the first' place it 
is ridiculous 


theoretically. 
It is true that, when 


a population with accumulated sav- 
ings from past years stops produc- 
tions, it may be beneficial to other 
producers who sell to them while 
their savings last. 
Such is the case 


of neutrals when 
two 
prosperous 


countries go to war. But this has 
little bearing on the Ruhr. "Europe 
will never again be a good customer 
until her population begins produc- 
ing goods to exchange for what they 
want to buy. And the 
theory 
is 


borne out by the actual fact that 
the decline in European production 
did not bring advance but decline in 
American business. As I see the situ- 
ation, the Ruhr question is not set- 
tled, therefore our 
prosperity

winter and spring will be relatively 
small. If it is settled, prosperity will 
come with a rush. 


Taking the situation as a whole, 


then, I feel that what lies ahead of 
us in business this winter and spring 
is a period of prosperity. If European 
conditions remain as they are now,

So much for the foresight of con- 


ditions. 
Now what about the provi- 


sions against them? TVhat 
ought 


you and I to do that the effect on 
our own business may be the best 
possible? I am not going to be fool- 
ish enough to undertake any discus- 
sion of the technical side of your 
business but I may as well suggest 
some general steps: 


1. It is time to stop buying on a. 


hand-to-mouth basis.

2. It is time to bet on your hopes 


rather than on your fears.

age^ in ±be matter. Just ahead of us 
lies the time when the optimist -will 
win. 


And nuow I want to take just two 


or three minutes of your time for 
something which was possibly not 
intended in my original subject. 
It 


is something which goes far deeper 
into the foundations of business and 
much further into the future than 
an analysis of business conditions for 
the next six or nine months. 


Business men of the United States 


today are tending to divide them- 
selves into two great groups. There 
is one group which is living with a 


j philosophy of detpair: who feel con- 
vinced that we must go through a. long 
period of exceptionally bad times; 
who believe that 
all 
of 
•western 


civilization is about to disintegrate, 
and that neither business prosperity 
nor any other pleasant form of hu- 
man activity can be expected until a 
lone period of years has passed. 


Men who look at things in this 


way have laid almost 
a 
paralysis 


upon their own busiiT'ss activity and 
up"n the outlook of others. 
Their 


attitude seems to m" to constitute

Courts of Justice today,.when a measure designed to protect the as- 
sociation from late contract-breakers and persons encouraging tlus 
practice received a favorable vote. 


The bill, which was offered by Senator Booker, Halifax, woul-1 


enable the Association to record all contracts signed by its mem ber.--, 
without going to the expense of having each registered separately. 
Under its provisions, one contract would be filed with the clerk of th', 
court, after which a list of the names of other signers might b; 
recorded. 


An amendment requiring the as- 


sociation to furnish 
warehousemen 


with a list of members of the organ 
ization in order that they might not 
be subjected to the risk of receiving 
tobacco from 
such 
members 
was 


adopted. 


All persons dealing or contracting 


with any member in relation to the 
produce covered 
by 
the 
contract 


would be bound thereby, according to 
provisions of the measure, and 
all 


rights or liens acquired subsequent to 
the date of the recordation 
of the 


contract would be subject 
to 
the 


rights of the Association. An adopted 
amendment would exempt from these 
provisions bona fide purchasers who 
buy toTjacco on the warehouse floor. 


Cqunsel for the Warehouse Inter- 


ests launched an attack on the co-

to anyone dealing with the land own- 
er for a period of five years. Mem- 
bers of the Association, he charged, 
dc not want the contracts recorded.

UP the practice of selling tobacco on 
the warehouse floor. 
"If you pursue this line of legisla-. 


tion," Mr. Scott asserted, "you might 
as well close up the warehouses all 
over the state.'
